1. When war comes, restrict e 
ports to belligerents by governme 
quotas, the quotas to be based on tl 
average of actual exports to the 
countries during the Isst tiu>« 
peacetime yeara. (The Neutrality 
Art of 1935 only restricU-exports of 
munitions; this provision restricti 
all exports.)

2. Shut off all credit to bellig 
erents. Make them come and gel 
their goods in their own ships am 
pay cash. Thus, if the ships are 
bombed, our citizens will not be 
aboard, and our exporters will 
suffer any losses.

As for our defense, Mr. Chase be­ 
lieves w* should be thoroughly 
equipped to make an invasion by a 
foreign country unthinkable. In his 
estimation Germany, Italy am 
Japan are the only countries like)] 
to cause trouble; therefore, wi 
should be strong enough to defem 
ourselves against one or all o 
them.

Further, he advises shying awa', 
from any military alliances wit 
European powers, and to sbut ou 
ears when we hear of any proposa 
to make the world ssfe fi 
thin*.
